Although Brown 
publicly 
in­ 
dorsed the proposal last February 
26, he has since “ reconsidered” 
as result of a storm of criticism 
that arose in congressional circles 
and protests against 
the 
move 
from canning interests. 
Nonetheless, labor and consumer 
groups continued to demand in­ 
stitution of grade labeling. 
An O PA spokesman said, how­ 
ever, that it is now “ very doubt­ 
ful” that Brown will go ahead 
with the undertaking. 
The proposal has been thorough­ 
ly censured by Lou R Maxon, in­ 
formation chief of OPA, and just 
as vehemently defended by J. K. 
Galbraith, deputy O PA adminis­ 
trator in charge of prices. 
Maxon described grade labeling 
as “ a reform measure.” 
This de­ 
scription was denounced as “ pure 
nonsense” 
by 
advocates of the 
step, who contend that there is no 
threat in grade labeling to estab­ 
lished brand and trade names. 
“ Honest price control requires 
grade labeling,” proponents of the 
action algae. 
“ In setting specific 
price maximums, you must say 
what you are placing a ceiling on; 
how much, and w*hat quality.” 


Otherwise, supporters of grade 


labeling contend, a manufacturer 
would be able to substitute the 
same amount of a product, but of 
a lower quality, and sell it at the 
price ceiling fixed by O PA for 
the highest grade.

“ DANGEROUS LEGISLATION” 


WASHINGTON, April

President Roosevelt today veto­ 
ed the controversial Bankhead

Terming the legislation "dan­ 
gerous” to the entire wa? effort, 
President Roosevelt in rn mess­ 
age accompany lug the veto, de­ 


clared also that "It I* wholly in­ 
consistent with our stabilization 
program.” 
The chief executive reiterated 
statements be made to congress 
last 
>n%r 
that 
the 
purpose 
should he to hold farm prices 
at parity, or at levels of a re­ 
cent date, whichever is higher. 
"It is unfair to give the farm­ 
er a parity price and In addition 
give him far more than parity," 
the President said at that time. 
Today, he stated, 
“To this 
slew I still hold.” 
In reiterating his determina­ 
tion to hold firm on the Inflation 
front, 
the 
President declared 
that, "the time has come when 


all 
of 
us—farmers, 
workers, 
managers and Investors—must 
realize that we cannot Improve 
our living standards in a period 
of total war. 
"On the contrary, we must all 
cut our standards of living for 
the duration. 
We must adopt 
simple wartime standards. 
We 
ran all have enough lf we do not 
try to get too much.” 
In his veto message, the chief 
executive said: 
“I appeal to 
the considered 
judgment of the congress to re­ 
ject the Bankhead bill which I 
ani returning unsigned. 
It will 
not help the farmer with his im­ 
mediate war difficulties. It will I 


make It Infinitely harder for the 
farmer to protect himself from 
wartime inflation and |N»st-war 
chaos. It will add to the. burdens 
of those most heavily burden­ 
ed.” 
The President recognized that 
there has 
been an increase in 
the cost of living since May, 
1942, "due mainly to our failure 
to bring food costs under con­ 
trol.” 
Despite this Increase, Presi­

In the Aleutians, U.

than 30 separate assaults against 
the Japs on Kiska and Attu. Re­ 
cently an American warship task 
force drove off a Japanese squad­ 
ron apparently moving reinforce­ 
m ents and supplies to Kiska. 
In the Guadalcanal area nearly 
300 separate air attacks have been 
carried out against Jap bases in 
the central and northern Solomons 
since last September.

Answering what it termed a 
Lewis attem pt to create an im­ 
pression that miners are going 
hungry because they have not the

increased living 
costs, the committee continued: 
“The evidence shows that coal 
miner* now working six days 
a 
week at increased wages and with 
overtime for the sixth day are 
earning 50 percent more in dollars 
than they were earning two yeas 
ago when they worked only five 
days. 
“Expresaed in percentages, the 
i (general) cost of living rose 19 6 
percent and the cost of food — 
taken separately — rose 36 per­ 
cent during the last two years. 
“The practice of citing increases 
in prices without giving any ef­ 
fect to the increases in wages by 
reason of the longer work week and

fortable because he worries about 
his digestion, and when he begins 
to worry about it he a lway s makes 
it worse. 
Automatic Things 
There are some mechanisms of 
this 
universe 
tha t 
should 
be 
turned over to Almighty God. In 
the body these are the automatic 
things tha t happen whether y ou 
will them to or not. You can movo 
a muscle voluntarily , y ou can fo­ 
cus y our ey es on some print vol­ 
untarily , but by taking all the 
thought in the world y ou can’t 
make the la st few inches of y our 
intestine move and, equally , y ou 
can’t make it sta y still. 
If y ou begin to worry about 
y our watch and wind it every fiv e 
minutes and shake it and bang it 
on the window sill, y ou will even­ 
tually get the watch really out of 
order. The same thing applies to 
y our digestive apparatus.

These people often have some 
sort 
of 
associated 
anatomical 
changes which may or may not 
ex plain their condition. For in­ 
stance, they often have a dropped 
stomach. But other people have 
dropped stomachs too and don’t 
have dy spepsia, so I judge tha t in 
every case the dy spepsia is more 
or less functional. 
Treatment of those cases should 
be directed towards clearing up 
the pa tient’s misconceptions. In 
other words, it should be psy cho­ 
logical. Th,. worst thing to do to 
them is to give them some kind of 
phy sical treatment such us put­ 
ting them on a diet or giving them 
massage or putting a cornet on 
them.

Proper Drainage for Victory Garden 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Relea sed b y Centra l Press Asso cia tio n 
A WET GARDEN—even a Vic­ 
tory garden—will not grow good 
vegetables. When water stands 
anywhere in the top two feet of 
the garden the soil becomes cold, 
soggy and so poorly aerated that 
the beneficial bacterial activity 
ceases and the plants are likely to 
rot and die. If water stands on the 
surface soil for more than two 
hours after a heavy rainfall It In­ 
dicates that additional drainage 
is required. 
As illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, a side- 
dttch run-off is an effective, yet 
inex pensive method of providing 
supplementary drainage for the 
garden. The depth of & side-ditch 
will vary according to conditions. 


The ditch shoaki drain into 
a 
sewer, nearby creek or ev en a 
deeply du g hole filled with stones. 
The best method for a 
perma­ 
nent drainage sy stem is by tiling, 
as illu strated. If the area to be 
drained is small, a single line of 
drain tile will serv e. The tile 
shou ld be laid 2*A feet deep. For 
large areas do not place the lines 
of tiles less than 25 or 30 feet 
apart. The drains mu st lead to an 
ou tlet and shou ld hav e a fail of 3 
inches In ev ery 100 feet. Cover the 
joints with sev eral Inches of cin­ 
ders or grav el. 
Sometimes the 
pr obl e m of 
drainage can be solv ed by merely 
breaking u p the su b-soil so that 
water will drain away throu gh it.

AFTER JOHN the Baptist had 
said that One was coming after 
him "whose shoe latchet I am not 
worthy to unloose,” some time 
after he had baptized Jesus, John 
saw Jesu s coming, and said, “ Be­ 
hold the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the ain of the world. This 
is He of whom I said, After me 
cometh a man which is preferred 
before me: for He was before me.” . 
John also said that he had seen 
the 
“Spirit 
descending 
from 
heaven like a dove, and it abode 
u pon Him.” Also, "I saw and bare 
record that this is the Son of 
God ” 
The nex t day John saw Jesus 
walking and said, “ Behold the 
Lamb of God.” Two of John’s dis­ 
ciples were with him at the time, 
and they followed Jesus. You see 
there was no sense of rivalry in 
John’s heart. 
He recognized that his cou sin, 
whom he had known all his life, 
w’as the greater One of the two, 
and was only anx iou s for others to 
recognize Him as the real Sav iou r. 
“What Seek Ye? ” 
When the disciple!* followed the 
Master, Jesu s looked around at 
them and asked, “What seek y e?" 
They answered, “Ftabbi. (which la 
to say , Master), where dwell eat 
Thou ?” He said to them, “Come 
and see," and they went with Him 
and stay ed with Him that day , 
asking Him many qu estions, there 
is no dou bt, althou gh no accou nt 
of the conv ersation is giv en In any 
of the gospels. 
One of these men was Andrew, 
brother of Simon Peter, the v ery 
first of the disciples. He went to 
his brother and said. "We hav e 
fou nd the Messiah,” and took 
Simon 
to Jesu s.

Jesu s 
saw Simon He said, “Thou art 
Simon, the son of Jona; thou

Now Peter did not alway s liv e 
u p to this name. He was often 
v acillating and weak, as when he 
denied his Master and swore he 
had nothing to do with Him when 
Jesu s was u nder arrest. Toward 
the end of his life, howev er, after 
Jesu s had been cru cified and risen 
to Heav en, Peter was as stead-' 
fast as any rock and finally su f­ 
fered martry dom for his faith. 
A great many of the ev ents told 
In the gospel of Jesu s took place 
on the Sea of Galilee. Most of the j 
disciples liv ed on its shores. In 
Mark 1:16 , he tells of Jesu s walk­ 
ing by the sea and seeing Simon 
and Andrew his brother, 
casting 
their nets into the sea, for 
they 
were fishermen. Jesu s said to ! 
them, “Come after Me, and I will 
make y ou to become fishers of 
men." 
Fisherman Followed the Lord. 
And 
these 
hardy 
fishermen 
straightway left their nets 
followed their Lord, nor ev er 
parted from Him again u ntil He 
left them, when they fou nded the 
early chu rch, going abou t preach­ 
ing His gospel and making con­ 
v erts u ntil the end of their liv es. 
And when Jesu s had gone a lit­ 
tle farther He saw James, son of 
Zebedee, and John, his brother, 
who also wrere mending their nets, 
and He called them, “and they left 
their father Zebedee in the ship 
with the hired serv ants, and went 
after Him." 
There mu st hav e been some­ 
thing v ery commanding abou t 
Jesu s, whom we hav e been tau ght 
to think of as “meek and mild." 
These hu mble fishermen seem to 
hav e had no hesitation whatev er 
in leav ing their work and their 
homes and going with Him, stay ­ 
ing with Him alway s, liv ing with 
and lov ing Him. They gav e Him 
su ch talents as they had—their 
willingness to serv e, to liv e hu m­ 
bly , to be loy al, to share with the 
grou p. They had no traditions to 
ov ercome, as scholars and chu rch­ 
men wou ld hav e had. They recog­ 
nized the Master, and followed 
Him willingly , with faithfu l hearts 
and minds, able to u nderstand His 
teachings, and to follow in His 
footsteps as “fishers of men.”

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Proper Drainage for Victory Garden 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 
A WET GARDEN—even a Vic­ 
tory garden—will not grow good 
vegetables. When water atanda 
anywhere In the top two feet of 
the garden the soil becomes cold, 
soggy and so poorly aerated that 
the beneficial bacterial activity 
ceases and the plants are likely to 
rot and die. If water stands on the 
turf ace soil for more than two 
hours after a heavy rainfall it In­ 
dicates that additional drainage 
ta required. 
Aa Illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, a aide- 
ditch run-off is an effective, yet 
inexpensive method of providing 
supplementary drainage for the 
garden. The depth of a side-ditch 
win vary according to conditione 


The ditch aho old drain into a 
sewer, nearby creek or even a 
deeply dug hole filled with stones. 
The best method for a perma­ 
nent drainage system is by tiling, 
as illustrated. If the area to be 
drained Is small, c single line of 
drain tile will serve. The tile 
should be laid 2% feet deep. For 
large areas do not place the lines 
of tiles less than 25 or 30 feet 
apart. The drains must lead to an 
outlet and should have a fall of 3 
inches in every IOO feet. Cover the 
joints with several Inches of cin­ 
ders or gravel. 
Sometimes the p r o b l e m of 
drainage can be solved by merely 
breaking up the sub-soil so that 
water will drain away through it.

Peter and John Become Disciples of Christ 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

unto them, Come ye after Me, and 
I will make you to become fishers 
of men.”)

AFTER JOHN the Baptist had 
said that One was coming after 
him "whose shoe latchet I am not 
worthy to unloose,” some time 
after he had baptized Jesus, John 
saw Jesus coming, and said, "Be­ 
hold the Lamb of God, which tak­ 
eth away the sin of the world. This 
I# He of whom I said, After me 
cometh a man which is preferred 
before me: for He was before me." 
John also said that he had seen 
the 
"Spirit 
descending 
from 
heaven Uke a dove, and it abode 
upon Him." Also, "I saw and bare 
record that this is the Son of 
God” 
The next day John saw Jesus 
walking and said, "Behold the 
Lamb of God." Two of John's dis­ 
ciples were with him at the time, 
and they followed Jesus. You see 
there was no sense of rivalry In 
John’s heart. 
He recognized that his cousin, 
whom he had known all his life, 
was the greater One of the two, 
and was only anxious for others to 
recognize Him as the real Saviour. 
“What Seek Ye?** 
When the disciples followed the 
Master, Jesus looked around at 
them and asked, "What seek ye?” 
They answered. "Rabbi, (which la 
to say, Masteri, where dwelled 
Thou?" He said to them, “Come 
and see," and they went with Him 
and stayed with Him that day, 
asking Him many questions, there 
is no doubt, although no account 
of the conversation is given hi any 
of the gospels. 
One of these men was Andrew, 
brother of Simon Peter, the very 
first of the disciple*. He went to 
his brother and said, "We have 
found the Messiah.” and took 
Simon 
to Jesus. 
When Jesus 
saw Simon He said, “Thou art 
Simon, the son of Jena; thou 
shalt be called Cephas, which Is 


Peter, meaning a stone or rock.” 
Now Peter did not always Uve 
up to this name. He waa often 
vacillating and weak, as when he 
denied his Master and swore he 
had nothing to do with Him when 
Jesus was under arrest. Toward 
the end of his life, however, after 
Jesus had been crucified and risen 
to Heaven Feter was aa stead** 
fast as any rock and finally suf­ 
fered martrydom for his faith. 
A great many of the events told 
in the gospel of Jesus took place 
on the Sea of Galilee. Most of the 
disciples lived on its shores. In 
Mark 1:16, he tells of Jesus walk­ 
ing by the sea and seeing Simon 
and Andrew his brother, casting 
their nets into the sea, for they 
were fishermen. Jesus said to 
them, “Come after Me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of 
men.’ 
Fishermen Followed the Lord. 
And 
these 
hardy 
fishermen 
straightway left their nets A al 
followed their Lord, nor ever 
parted from Him again until He 
left them, when they founded the 
early church, going about preach­ 
ing His gospel and making con­ 
verts until the end of their lives. 
And when Jesus had gone a lit­ 
tle farther He raw James, son of 
Zebedee, and John, his brother, 
who also were mending their nets, 
and He called them, "and they left 
their father Zebedee in the ship 
with the hired servants, and went 
after Him,’* 
There must have been some­ 
thing very commanding about 
Jesus, whom we have been taught 
to think of as "meek and mild." 
These humble fishermen seen lo 
have had no hesitation whatever 
in leaving their work and their 
homes and going with Him, stay­ 
ing with Him always, living with 
and loving Him. They gave Him 
such talents as they had—-their 
willingness to serve, to Uve hum­ 
bly, to be loyal, to share with the 
group. They had no traditions to 
overcome, as scholars and church­ 
men would have had. They recog­ 
nized the Master, and followed 
Him willingly, with faithful heart! 
and minds, able 
understand His 
teaching?, and to follow in His 
footsteps as "fishers of men,” 
.
